It was estim ated several hun ­ 
dred memb ers of the group had 
mob ilized for the trip to W ash­ 
ington and were waiting for 
Smith. 
In announcing plans for the 
journey some time ago, Sm ith 
said it was their intention to 
“install” President Roosevelt as 
dictator of the United States.

KEEPING FAITH 
Some two thousand y ears ago, it is recounted, 
a Roman p lay wright said, “He’s not to be com­ 
mended who trusts another any further than he 
t 
sees.” 
That may hav e been good adv ice in those day s 
— we can’t say whether it was or was not — but 
if it were the rule of the business and social life 
of this country today , ^we would be in a sorry 
p light indeed. 
Imagine what would be the result if, when 
someone handed y ou a check in p ay ment for 
something, that y ou demanded to see his bank 
account. Let us sup p ose that he showed y 6u his 
bank account, what would it mean if y ou did 
not trust him? 
You would insist that the p erson giv ing y ou the 
check should tak e y ou to the bank . But would 
y ou trust the bank er 
Not if y ou were guided by 
the teachings of two thousand y ears ago. You 
would p robably ask the bank er to show y ou the 
money this p erson had in the bank . The bank er 
lik ely would ex hibit some silv er or p ap er money . 
But what would they mean 
They are v alue­ 
less unless they are back ed up by the required 
standard in the United States treasury . It would 
be out of the question to ask the bank er to tak e 
y ou to Washington to see the metal coins that 
stood back of the p ap er money . 
So y ou would be up a blind alley so to sp eak . 
As a m atter of fact none of us can be guided by 
this sort of teaching. We must hav e faith in our 
associates, our friends, our neighbors, our towns­ 
p eop le, our m erchants and our p ublic officials. 
Our whole m anner of liv ing is based on faith. 
If it were not for confidence that men rep ose in 
one another, our social and business structure 
would be on a flimsy foundation. 
When y our faith in someone is shak en, just re­ 
call how much dep ends up on the faith ‘and con­ 
fidence of p eop le in one another. W’here it is v io- 


WHAT DOES SACRED MEAN. 
Quoting from Arthur Brisbane’s column “To­ 
day ,” “On Friday , October 6, Stanley Baldwin, 
lord p resident of the Council, warned Germany , 
in the name of the British gov ernment, ‘any na­ 
tion that p rev ents the signing of a disarmament 
conference will hav e no friend in this civ ilized 
world.’ To that he added ‘what Britain has 
signed she will adhere to; she adhered to her 
signature with regard to Belgium. Her signature 
to these agreements (the Lacarno agreements) 
is just as sacred.’ 
“Would it be tactless to ask whether that sa­ 
credness of a British signature attached to an 
agreement ap p lies to borrowing of money from 
the United States?” 
Mr. Brisbane leav es no question as to his 
meaning in the statem ent that he mak es follow­ 
ing the quoting of Mr. Baldwin, and he also 
mak es his attitude mighty clear as to his op in: 
ion of any country rep udiating just debts. And 
his op inion sounds the sentim ent of a majority 
of the p eop le of this country . 
With her back to the wall, England begged this 
country for countless millions which we sent in 
good faith. Now only a few y ears later England 
arrogantly states that it may continue tok en 
p ay ment of fiv e million dollars on each date that 
p ay ments of ap p rox imately ninety -fiv e millions 
are due under the rev ised debt schedule, or it 
may be that a lump sum settlement will be de­ 
manded, the total of which would be far under 
the amount owed. 
It may be that the American meaning of sa­ 
cred is far different from the British interp reta­ 
tion but as we k now the word and its meaning, 
England has v ery little ground to use it such as 
Mr. Baldwin does in his statem ent to Germany , 
until the honest debt of England is p aid to the 
United States.
